HARRISON EULOGIZES THE COLONEL

Milwaukee, Wis., Apfil 13.—The Jefferson 
Club of Milwaukee observed the natal day 
of the founder of democracy by a banquet 
at the Plankington house tonight attended 
by over 400 guests, 

Colonel William J. Bryan, of Nebraska, 
was the guest of honor and delivered the 
principal address. Delegations of democrats 


were in attendance from many towns 


throughout the state and nearly all the 
democrats from the state legislature were 
present. 

The banquet hall was beautifully deco- 
rated with the national colors and back 


of the guests of honor, above a mantel, 


hung a large portrait in oil of the third 
president. 
Colonel Bryan spoke on 
He said, in part: 

Colonel Bryan’s Speech. 

We are now near enough to the next 
campaign to be able to form some idea 
of the lines along which the contest 
will be fought, and I am taking no risk 
when I say that those who, in 1896, gave 
their allegiance to the Chicago platform 
are as united today in the determination 
that no step taken in 1896 shall be re- 
traced. The platform applied to the 
conditions then existing, the principles 
of which had been democratic from 
the beginning of the government. Sug- 
gestions that we abandon the money 
question sometimes come from those 
who deserted the party in 18%, but 
those suggestions are not supported by 
evidence tending to show that the posi- 
tion in 1896 was wrong, but was pre- 
dicated upon the theory that the issue 
upon which the party once lost can 
never be revived, and what seems most 
strange, this argument is made by those 
who have followed a different course in 
the past. 

In 1888 Mr. Cleveland was defeated on 
the tariff issue, and yet. the tariff was 
made the main issue in 1892, and Mr. 
Cleveland was elected. In 1892 Mr. Har- 
rison was defeated largely on account 
of the McKinley bill, and four years 
later the author of the bill was nominat- 
ed upon a platform reaffirming the be- 
lief in protection and was successful. 

Thus it is seen that in two in- 
stances recently a losing issue in 
one campaign became a winning 
issue in the campaign following. 


The test ought to be not whether the 
issue hdS been presented before, but 
whether the position taken is right. If 
the gold standard was unmerited in 1896, 
it is unmerited today. If its maintenance 
Was a detriment to the interests of the 
people of this country then, it is a detri- 
ment now. If, in 1896, it was so hurtful 
that the republicans promised to put 
forth their best efforts to substitute in- 
ternational bimetallism for it, and after 
the election was still so hurtful that 
the president sent a commission to Eu- 
rope to secure foreign aid in abandon- 
ing it, what has happened since then 
to make the American people accept it 

‘as a blessing? If any increased dis- 
covery of gold in Alaska has been of 
any advantage to the United States, 
itis but another evidence that the quan- 
titative theory of money is correct. If 
a large balance of trade in favor of the 

- United States gives any relief because 
of the money thus brought into the 
country, it is an additional argument 
in favor of the quantitative theory of 
money. 

Rimetallists have contended that 
times will be made better by the return 
of the double standard and by the in- 
creased supply of standard money thus 
furnishe@q for the benefit of the coun- 
try. ; 

While it is unnecessary to discuss the 
question of ratio until some other ratio 
is proposed, it may not be out of piace 
to suggest that 16 to 1, before the ratio 
at which the present gold and coin sil- 
ver circulate, is the natura] ratio at 
which the mints should be reopened.

New York, April 13.—The dinner of the 
Democratic Club in honor of the anniver- 
Sary of the birth of Thomas Jefferson was 
held tonight at the Metropolitan opera 
house. Looking from the tiers to the floor 
of the vast dining hall the tables seemed 
like great beds of roses. The thirty-two 
tables were on either side of the two guests’ 
tables, 


Each table was piled with a mass of” 


roses and ferns intertwined. So abundant 
were the ffowers that some of the guests 
were hardly able to see each other over the 
floral banks. Swans and vases of alabaster 
held flowers; there were cornucoplias, or 
horns of plenty, filled with flowers and frult, 


and the scene was set Off with ribbons of 


cardina] silk. . 
The floor of the auditorium was raised to 


a level with that of the stage by a tem- 
porary floor, making one rectangular room 
of fmmense size. The tables were set In 
Tows, parallel with Thirty-ninth and For- 
tieth streets. The guests of honor were at 
two tables set about under the proszenium 
arch and at right angles to the other tables. 
The stage was set with a gorgeous palace 


scene of the court of Leuts xiv. Four great 


electric chandeliets lighted up the picture. 

Conspicuously placed at the west end of 
the dining hall was the inscription: 

“Jefferson. 1743-1899. Democratic Club.” 

This was composed of incandescent lights. 
It surrounded a pieture of Thomas Jeffer- 
son. Tall stlver candelabra with shades har- 
monizing with the floral effect were on all 
the tables. 

The guests began to arrive at 6 o'clock, 
but the dinner did not begin for an hour 
and a half after that. Captain Price, of the 
Tenderloin, and forty-two policemen were 
in and around the building. A cordon of 
bicycle policemen surrounded the building. 
A crank letter of a few days ago, in which 
a threat was made to blow up the building 
during the dinner, seemed to have made the 
policemen unusually vigilant. A number cf 
detective sergeants In evening dress mingled 
with the guests to see that no mnbidden per- 
son might enter. There were a number of 
firemen also on guard to prevent ary danger 
from fire. 

Inside the building was an army of ushers 
and attendants. These wore drab uniforms 
with silver buttons, 

There were fully three 
guests than the 1,500 planned for, but all 
found seats. This ts said to be the largest 
number ever accommodated at a banquet 
in the history of this city. . 

The band struck up ‘“‘Hall to the Chief’’ at 
7:30 o'clock, and Richard Croker, arm in 
arm with John Stanchfield, marched down 
the aisle. : 

With them was Frederick C. Schraub, 
Robert B. Roosevelt, General Catlin and 
Amos J. Cummings. The service of the 
menu was excellent, but some confusion 
was caused by some of the diners stripping 
the tables of flowers and ribbons and throw- 
ing them to the women in the boxes.

speech-making began. The confusion was 
very great. As the time drew near for 
making the speeches the orators were al- 
most discouraged at the prospect of making 
themselves heard.

It is fitting that this democratic club 
celebrate the birthday of -him whose 
monument is the declaration of inde- 
pendence—the first democratic president, 
the first secretary of state, the construc- 
tor of the first democratic platfrom, the 
founder of the democratic party. 

Thomas Jefferson was a party man of 
the democratic type. To him as a demo- 
crat, the world is a debtor for that 
which was a novelty in political gov- 
ernment until his own immortal words 
prociaimed the doctrine that the right to 
“life, HMberty and the pursuit of happi- 
ness’ is inalienable, and to secure it 
governments are instituted, ‘“‘deriving 

their just powers from the consent of the 
governed.’ AS a lawgiver, the north- 
western ordinance, framed by him, is his 
imperishable record. It has been, under 
the constitution, a source of the great- 
ness and power and a chief peculiarity 
of the American union. It was formulat- 
ed in 1784, developed in 1787, greatly per- 
fected after the Mexican war for the 
government of territories theoretically 
under the absolute, control of congress, 
vet always ina condition of self-govern- 
ment in order that they may fit them- 
selves to become American states. As 
a diplomatist and skillful politician the 
acquisition of Louisiana places him be- 
yond all-present rivalry. To his great 
achievement our country owes the vast 
domain west of the Mississippi now the 
seat of eieven prosperous states. May

Samoan Commission Will Sail for 
Apia on the Badger 


THREE MEMBERS ARE READY 


Von Sternberg Is Wholly Acceptable to 
the Administration 


CO-OPERATION HOW FULLY EXPECTED 


Officials: in Washington Sustain 
Admiral Kautz in All He 
Has Done and Deem Fur- 
ther Instructions 
Useless, 


Washington, April 13.—The Samoan com- 
mission will sail on the United States naval 
transport Badger, leaving San Francisco 
on the 25th instant. The arrangement, was 
rade today after Baron Speck Von Stern- 
betg, first secretary of the German embas- 
sy, had called on Secretary Hay and advis- 
ed him of his appointment as the German 
member of the high commission. This com- 
pleted the. body. As the plan to have the 
members get away on the Mariposa, sailing 
on the 19th. was no longer feasible, the 
transport Badger was placed at the disposal 
of the commission. She is not at Callao, 
Peru, on her way around to San Francisco 
from New York. She is a large serviceable 
ship, with first-class accommodations for 
the commissoners. On her trip out she prob- 
ably will take supplies for the Philadelphia. 

The formal announcement of Baron Stern- 
berg’s appointment was received from the 
German foreign office and gave general sat- 
isfaction among officials and diplomats, as 
he has throughout the recent troubles, ex- 
erted his influence in such a manner as to 
win the heartiest approval of the state de- 
partment as well as the British ambassa- 
dor. His choice, therefore, was acceptable 
as an evidence that the commissioners 
would be able to co-operate, and to reach 
the unanimous decision called for by the 
agreement. The early sailigg of the com- 
mission is regarded as avidence that the 
recent collision at Apia Will be settled di- 
piomatically. 

Admiral Kautz’'s actions in Samoa, as far 
as they are set out’in the official dispatches 
and the newspaper reports are fully ap- 
proved. He was instructed by the last mail 
Steamer from Auckland to avoid needless 
collisions, but to protect property and life 
until the three treaty powers decided how 
to deal with the situation. No further in- 
Structions have yet been sent to him and 
if any-go forward by cable within the next 
twenty-four hours, which is the limit of 
time available if the outgoing. steamer is 
to be caught at Auckland, they will be sim- 
ply a repetition of the original orders. De-

WANTS COMMISSION TO START. 


Geimany Is Anxious for a Settlement 
of the Samoan Trouble. 

Berlin, April 13.—The United States em- 
bassy at noon today gave the correspondent 
here of the Associated Press the following 
statement: 

“We have received from the foreign cf- 
fice an account of the latest confiiet in 
Samoa. The German government expressed 
sympathy and took occasion to urge the 
adoption ot the unanimity rule in the find- 
ings. of the Samoa commission in order 
that the German commissioner, Laron 
Speck Vun Sternverg, might sail for Samoa 
at the earliest moment possible. Tha Ger- 
mian government urged that only the early 
arrival of the commission will preveut fur- 
ther serious bloodsned. This morning Baron 
Von Buelow informs the American ambas- 
sador thut Gireai Britain has at Jast agreed 
to the unanimity rule, the’ United Stutes 
also agreeing, ana that the commission 
can probably procéed to the islands without 
further delay.” 


The ‘German press this morning gives 
yesterday’s news calmly and mostly with- 
out comment. 

The interpellation on Samoa, to which the 
minister of foreign affairs, Baron Von Bue- 
low, has consented to reply, ‘will be the 


first subject taken up at Friday’s session | 


of the reichstag. 

The interpellation is signed by a majority 
of the centre, rajchspartel, conservatives 
and national liberals, and asks the govern- 
ment for information regarding the “events 
in Samoa which have injured German in- 
terests so seriously,’’ and also requests in- 
formation regarding the measures taken or 
intended to be taken by the government 
under the circumstances. 

The afternoon papers continue their bit- 
ter comments on Great Britain. 

The semi-official Post strongly urges the 
reichstag to place at the government's dis- 
posal forthwith the whole amount of the 
appropriations passed in annual install- 
ments for the naval increase last year, and

Manila, April 13—Franecisco Reyes ,the 
man who recently purchased the Spanish 
gunboats at Zamboanga, island of Minda- 
nao, has received advices to the effect that 
the fleet sailed for Manila and returned 
a few days later with the vessels stripped 
of thetr guns and ammunition. 

The purchaser’s agent and native crews 
for the vessels on board the American 
steamer Butuan, were conveyed to Zam- 
boanga by the United States cruiser Bos- 
ton, and were Instructed to wait for the 
arrival there of the United States gun- 
boat Petrel. Instead of doing so, after 
the Roston sailed from Zamboanga ‘the 
Spaniards transferred the gunboats to the 


agents of Senor Reyes and the fleet left 


Zamboanga unescorted. 


They soon returned and reported having 


been boarded by rebels, who removed the 


gunboats’ If the instructions 
of the American naval commander had been 
obeyed, their capture would have been im- 
possible, 

Zamboanga is fortified and still garrisoned 
by Spaniards and the affair is regarded as 
suspicious. -

BCATS HAVE NOT BEEN PAID FOR 


War Department Suspects Foul VPiay 
by Spanish Sym pathizers. 
Washington, April 13.—The war depart- 
ment olfficiais take a philosophical view of 
the reported capture by the insurgents in 
the vicinity of Zambuvange of the arms and 
armament on the Spanish gunboats which 
were to become the property of the United 
States. They say that General Otis has 
withheld payment for any of these boats 
until they were delivered to him at Manila. 
It is regretted that the insurgents should 
possess the guns, but it is said they will 
not be able to secure and keep on hand a 

supply of ammunition for them. 

The United States forces have so far had 
no trouble with the insurgents on the is- 
land of Mindanao, and in view of the sus- 
picious circumstances attending the capture 
of these guns, it is apprehended that some 
persons, possibly Spanish sympathizers 
with Aguinaldo, have caused the guns to 
be sent to him,

HEARTLESSNESS OF HALL. 
CONFESSION OF A WIFE MURDER- 
ER BEFORE HIS HANGING. 


Implicates His Mother in the Crime. 
Tells How He Brutally Mur- 
dered His Wife. 


Crossville, Tenn., April 13.—(Special.)— 
Hiram Hall, a prominent farmer, was 
hanged here today for the murder of his 
wife. 

Hall made a confession of the crime yes- 
terday, stating that he had been urged 
to kill his wife by his own mother, who 
wanted to get rid of her daughter-in-law. 
He said that he had waited for his wife 
at a deep well near the house until she 
came there for water, and as she stooped 
over to draw water, he pushed her in. 

“She caught by the sides of the well,’’ he 
said, “‘and clung there pleading for life, 
but my mother urged me on, and I seized 
a large stone and struck the almost faint- 
ing woman on the head with all my force, 
and she dropped lifeless into the water.

PLEA FOR THE NORTH DAKOTANS 


Governor of the State Calls on Mc- 
Kinley for Their Return. 

St. Paul, Minn., April 13.—A special to 
The Pioneer Press from Pierre, 8. D., gives 
the text of a letter from Governor Lee, 
of South Dakota, to President McKinley 
demanding the return of the South Dakota 
volunteers from the Philippines. He re- 
cites the facts of enlistmeént to fight for 
Humanity against Spain, declares that such 
wae has ended and his state feels that “‘the 
South Dakota volunteers have _ fulfilled 
every obligation which they owe to their 
country and its flag,’’ and should be allow- 
ed to return home. He says: 

‘“‘We view their present and future reten- 
tion as unconstitutional and a wiolation of 
the law which called the organization into 
being, and feel sure that they will not be 
retained against their will, against the 
law and against the moral sense of the 
people .of our state without offering some 
sound reason for so doing.’’ 

He knows of no war exigency at the 
present time, says congress has not de- 
clared war against the inhabitants of Lu- 
zon, and that ‘“‘the constitution does not 
permit your excellency, nor any commis- 
sion appointed by your excellency to make 
a declaration of war.’’ 

He declares the present course “repug- 
nant to the fundamental principles of this 
governmenf, a violation of the declaration 
of independence, a repudiation of theory 
upon which we engaged in the war with 
Spain, and utterly inconsistent with your 
excellency’s splendid announcement re- 
specting the policy to be pursued toward 
Cuba.” 

He is unable to ‘reconcile the slaughter 
of our soldiers in the Philippines,’’ with 
“our code of political ethics or with the 
tenor of our Christian religion.”’ He 
speaks of the. volunteers as “‘impressed into 
service the purpose of which is the direct 
opposite from the motive which caused 
them to enlist.’’

DURING Tht FEVER 


And This Fact Is Being Charged 
Against Him in Campaign, 


TALKS ABOUT FEVER PROSPECTS 


Health Officer Todd Thinks the Qutlaok 
Quite Favorable,

Thinks New Orleans the Danger 
Point-—Cenditions There—Com- 
plaint Against Health Offi- 
cers—Prospects for Na- 
tional Quarantine.

Jackson. Miss., April 13.—(Special.)—Just 
why it should be held up against Governor 
Me Laurin that he saw fit to leave Jackson 
last year and go to a place of safety when 
the yellow fever was raging here, is same- 
what difficult to understand. It is all right 
to talk about flight being out of Keeping 
with the dignity of the gubernatorial office, 
but I am perfectly certain that had you 
Or I been in Jackson during the visitation 
of Yellow Jack, either of us would) have 
found a more congenial clime if possible, 
and I think it natural that ‘“‘Anse’’ Mc- 
Laurin should have done so~—governor or no 
governor. 

Down in New Orleans yellow fever is a 
subject discussed with bated breath. A 
lot of people still talk of the “alleged” 
fever of last year and few can be found 
who will go farther than the official diag- 
nosis which talked of “yellowlotd.”” But 
here in Jackson everybody talks of that 
Same disease as genuine yellow fever, and 
laughs at all those Louistana efforts to 
conceal the truth. 

New Orleans’s Attempt at Concealment 

“The trouble with us has always been 
that the New Orleans health officers have 
not toted fair with us,’’ said Dr. Todd, 
health officer for the city of Jackson, in 
the course of a talk on yellow fever con- 
ditions and quarantine possibilities. “Our 
past experience has shown us that we can- 
not rely upon the statements of those 
people. New Orleans will be a menace to 
the whole of Mississippi and the south 
just so long as the health officials there 
put the commerce and commercial inter- 
ests of the city above human life. 

“Now, New Orleans,” the doctor went 
on to say, “‘is, under the conditions pre- 
vailing there, an excellent breeding place 
for the disease. Yellow fever does not orig- 
inate in this country. It is brought in, 
but when it finds such excellent feeding 
ground as there is in New Orleans, that 
spot becomes practically as dangerous as 
.f the disease found its bieth there. I 


mean as dangerous to the surrounding 
country. The tendency on the part of the 
Places. to become panic-stricken at the 
announcement of yellow fevet’s presence 
there would be far less if we did not know 
by sad experience that this means there 
have probably been many days of danger- 
ous concealment during which the seeds 
of @sease have been rapidly disseminat- 
igs 

Dr. Todd cited a number of instanaes of 
procrastination and delay on the part of 
the New Orleans health officers—delay. in 
telling the world the truth after yellow 
fever had been discovered—dangerous de- 
lays which resulted in the spread of the 
disease across the state line into Missis- 
sippi and for which Mississippians hold 
in their hearts a deep resentment. 

Good Prospects for This Year. 

As to the future— 

“We feel reasonably confident we will 
have no yellow fever this year,” said Dr. 
Todd. ‘“‘The extreme cold of the past 
winter has undoubtedly killed the germs 
and I can see no possibility of repetition 
of the epidemic except through new cases 
being brought in by the returning soldiers 
or coming from the tropics through the 
channels of commerce. As it is, we feel 
reasonably safe.” 

“What about a national quarantine? Is 
there any perceptible growth in favor of 
putting the quarantine entirely in the 
hands of the federal authorities?’ 

“T don’t see any such tendency,” was 
Dr. Todd’s reply. ‘‘We believe the federal 
authorities snould have charge at the coast 
and should exercise there just the same 
power and authority and vigtlance as 
they would in keeping out an invading 
army; but I do not see how a federa! su- 
pervision and control any. farther than 
that would improve matters. Those who 
know nothing of the situation in these 
portions of the south where yellow fever 
Can spread are inclined to wonder at the 
panic which seizes the people in tymes of 
epidemic. We do not. see how federal quar- 
antine would give the people any greater 
confidence than they have in the state and 
local quarantines. There is a feeling that 
the government cannot secure, for the 
$1,800 a year it pays its marine hospital 
surgeons, the highest order of medical 
talent, and as for yellow fever experts— 
well, the people haven't very much faith 
in them, either. Then here in Mississippi 
there is always the doubt whether the New 
Orleans people are not concealing the 
truth. A national quarantine, if it were 
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] ideal, might reach the root of the quaran- 


tine trouble, which is the lack of econfi- 
dence-I have cited, but I do not believe it 
would.”’ 

‘Improved Method of Treatment. 

Dr. Todd says that while there is no 
material improvement in quarant.ne meth- 
ods, there is such an improvement ¢n the 
method of treating the dread disease as 
has diminished the popular dread to some 
extent at least. People here who went 
through last year’s epidemic and who 
themselves: had the disease tell me the 
same thing. Physicians who, in the visi- 
tations fifteen or twenty years ago, lost, 
under the methods then obtaining, as high 
as 75 per cent of their patients, handled a 
long list of cases last year with no loss 
at all. Of course, these were exceptional 
records and apply to .exceptional cases. 
The death lst taken as a whole was, how- 
ever, comparatively small. A large per- 
centage of the deaths was made up of 
people weak and infirm and under the 
spell of other diseases; the natural effect 
of the yellow fever was to find the weak 
spots in their systems and the rest was 
a question of a very short time. Of course, 
all these deaths charged. up against 
yellow fever, and properly; but under the 
improved methods of treatment the man 
who has no organic trouble, has an excel- 
lent chance of pulkng through.

Charleston, 8. C., April 13—A number of 
witnesses testified for the government in 
the Lake City lynching case today. 

M. B. Springs returned to the stand for 
cross-examination. He had sworn that 
Stokes told him of the plan to kill Baker, 
and asked him te join the mob. It was 
shown he had been a member of the 
coroner’s jury which ‘brought in a verdict 
that Baker came to his death at the hands 
of unknown parties. He said he was 
afraid to tell that jury what he knew 
about the case. 

George Jeffords testified that Joyner, one 
of the defendants, told him there were 
only. nine men at the lynching, and that 
McKnight, another defendant, killed Baker. 
He was subjected to a rigid cross-examina- 
tion, but stuck to this story. 

Henderson Willlams, a negro, swore he 
went toward the postoffice while it was 
burning. He met seven men coming away 
from it. They all had guns, and he recog- 
nized Moultrie Epps, a defendant, among 
them. gs 

Henry Burgess, another negro, said he 
was with Williams, and recognized Web- 
ster, Ward and Alonzo Rodgers, all -de- 
fendants, in the party of lynchers they 
met near the postoffice. 

These men swore before the coroner they 
knew nothing about the crime. They said 
today they \were afraid to tell the truth 
at Lake City. pe 

Inspector Moye told how he worked up 
the case against the men now on trial. 

The government will probably rest its 
case tomorrow after a few minor witnesses 
have been examined. 

The defense has seventy-odd witnesses 
that wi.l be put on the stand. ‘he theory 
of the defense will be that Baker was 
killed by men from the country near Lake 
City. Alibis will be set up for each de- 
fendant. 


ALL TENDS TO CLEAR DREYFUS. 


Testimony Published in Paris Paper 
Doesn’t Implicate Prisoner. 

Paris, April 13.—The Eclair today pub- 
lishes the deposition made by M. Trarieux, 
the former minister of justice in the Ribot 
cabinet, before the court of cassation in 
its inquiry into the Dreyfus case. Mr. 
Trarieux said that Count Tornielli-Brusati 
di Vergano, the Italian ambassador to 
France, declared to him in March, 1898, that 
the Italian secret information bureau never 
had any relations with Dreyfus, and that 
the publication of the bordereau and the 
document containing the words ‘‘Cotte ca- 
naiNe de D—’ revealed to the Italian and 
German attaches that Dreyfus was the 
victim of an error, and that the bordereau 
was communicated by another officer. 

Colonel Schwartzkopen, the former mili- 
tary. attache of the German embassy at 
Paris, write to Colonel Panizzardi, the 
Italian military attache at Paris, that he 
Was not acquainted with Dreyfus, and at- 
tributed the bordereau to Major Count 
Esterhazy. 

The Italian ambassador said that Ester- 
hazy went to Colonel Schwartzkopen in 
October, 1887, and asked for protection, 
and on this. being refused, he threatened to 
commit suicide. 

The Italian ambassador added that the 
document containing the wvurds ‘Cette 
canaille de D—” referred to a civillan who 
had furnished Colonel Schwartzkopen with 
plans and maps. The latter was known to 
the foreign office attaches under the name 
of ‘‘Dubois.”’ 

Finally the Italian minister said he was 
convinced after interviews with M. Hano- 
taux, the then minister of foreign affairs, 
that the communication of Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Henri's forgery in the Zola trial was 
made without the knowledge of the gov- 
ernment. He said Esterhazy had relations 
solely with Colonel Schwartzkopen, who 
communicated to Colonel Panizzardi the 
documents which were interesting to Italy.

Testimony in the Quay Case Now Becomes 
Interesting. 


ENTRIES ARE COMPROMISING 


District Attorney Has Employees of 
Defunct Bank on Stand. 
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THE CONVICTING LETTER IS QUOTED 
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Ex-Senator’s Lawyers Are Fighting 
the Case Inch by Inch, but 
Without Success. — 


Philadelphia, Pa., April 13.—Proceedings 
in the trial of ex-Senator Quay foday were 
tedious but nevertheless interesting in their 
bearing upon the future of the Case. 

District Attorney Rotherme!l placed upon 
the stand in succession the paying teller, 
receiving teller and bookkeepers of the 
broken People’s bank to prove the books. 
All of these in answer to questions made 
reference to Senator Quay’s account, and 
the bookkeepers said they had entered the 
figures, but none of the’ books were opened 
to show what the nature of the aecount 
was. This will be done later. 

All of the bank employees op cross ex- 
amination stated that they had never seen 
Senator Quay’s deposit book, and they 
did not believe there was one. It had 
been hinted that the defense will claim 
that Senator Quay’s accounts in the 
ledger were fictitious so far as he was con- 
cerned, and that the 
used by Hopkins as a cloak for his own 
personal transactions, The cross examin- 
ation today would seem to bear out this 
theory. 

The red book was a big feature of the 
day’s proceedings, figuring indirectly in the 
testimony of several witnesses.

Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., April 13.—Tonight about 8 o'clock 
Justice Balkcom bound Charley Burze 
over’ to the superior court in the sum of

manslaughter. The commitment hearing 
of Charley Burge on a warrant charging 
him with the murder of Gus Tidwell com- 
menced this morning at 9 o'clock before 
Justice Balkcom in his courtroom, but on 
account of the crowd of spectators and 
in attendance the trial was 
transferred to the superior courtrooms. 
The prosecution was conducted by Mal- 
com Ayer. The defendant was represented 
by Dessau, Bartlett & Ellis. 

Burge, who is a young man twenty-one 
years old, was in court attended by his 
father and his uncle, Captain S. S. Dun- 
lap. He was neatly dressed and was calm 
and composed in manner. Burge had been 
in jail since the killing of Tidwell one 
week ago today at tne city hall. 

Quite a number of witnesses were ¢x- 
amined for the prosecution and defense. 
The testimony was in line with what has 
already been published-in The Constitution 
and. which was adduced before the coro- 
ner’s jury and on which the coroner's 
jury rendered a verdict of justifiable homi- 
cide.

At Camp Fornance. 

Colonel Ray's immunes are comfortably 
located in the former camp of the Second 
Ohio, and the health of the regiment as 
a general thing is good. Of course, there 
is some sickness, like chills, the result of 
the prolonged stay of the men in Cuba, 
but there is no serious Mllness in camp. 
Last night S. Hawkins, of Cordele, who 
Was quite sick with pneumonia when the 
immunes reached Macon, died at the city 
hospital. The remains were sent to Cor- 
dele this evening for interment. 

The different battalions are having drills, 
and it is expected that there will soon 
be a drill by the entire regiment. 

Camp Fornance. 

Colonel Ray fhhas not changed the name of 
his camp site. It still remains Camp For- 
nance in honor of Captain Fornance, of the 
Seventeenth infantry, who was killed in 
the charge at San Juan hill. 

The preliminary examinations of the phys- 
ical condition of the men were held yester- 
day and many -of the soldi¢rs were found 
to be disabled and it is expected that many 
of them will have to be pensioned. The 
Minal. examination will be held in the next 
iew days by Major Norman, the chief sur- 
econ, and the exact condition of the regi- 
ment will then be known. 

Colonel Ray says he thinks his men will 
be out of the service in the next two weeks 
and will work to that end. Colonel Ray says 
that his regiment is one of the best volun- 
teer regiments that he ever saw. In speak- 
ing of the boys yesterday afternoon he 
Said: 

“] think I have one of the best volunteer

regiments that was ever gathered together. 


I can put my men into battle today and 
they will do as well as the regulars. There 
is_no doubting the fact that the*boys did 
more service and had a harder time than 
any of the regiments that were sent into 
Cuba, There are only three men in the 
whole command who were not sick at one 
time or another. I was among that three. 
1 came from four hundred miles above the 
Kliondfke tu arganize the regiment and 
during the whole of my stay in Cuba I was 
not off duty for a single day. 

“Yes, I think we can get out of the service 
in the next two weeks. I Know the boys 
are anxious. to get out, but I believe that if 
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there was a Possibility of them getting an 
Opportunity to fight they would all remain 
in the service. Just before we left Cuba we 
asked the men how many of them would 
volunteer to remain in the service pro- 
vided they could get an opportunity to go to 
Manila and fight. It was found that over 
70 per cent of the men would remain in the 
service. That shows what kind of material 
the boys are made of and I am proud of it.”

Hence it was that when [I heard of the 
exhibition of the work of the round cotton 
bale, which was to be given in this city, 
I decided to aitend it in -a critical spirit, 
because the farmers of @ur country are en- 
titled to the very best information which 
can be given to them, since upon their suc- 
cess depends the prosperity of every inter- 
esi, financial and commercial, which goes 
to keep up our community. The presence 
of the members of the Georgia Travelers’ 
Protective Association was made the occa- 
sion .of a barbecue given upon the spot 
which added much to the enjoyment of the 
occasion, and to the elucidation of the facts 
connected with the new invention as well 
as of a comparison of its results with that 
of the old system. 

The first statement made, 
use uf tne round 
the annual saving, under existing 
conditions, would be not Jess than $37,- 
000,000, was one calculated to challenge cred- 
ulity, because if it were possible to take 
$37,000,000 which goes into the purchase of 
cotton at Liverpool, and to place it in the 
pockets of our farmers, cotton would then 
become a remunerative, instead of as at 
present, a losing crop. 

The Augusta plant consists of one of the 
old style Morse compresses, comprising an 
immense imount of machinery, and reduc- 
ing the cotton to a density of 22% pounds 
per cubic foot. There is also in operation a 
converter plant, which means the transfor- 
mation of the square standard bale, or the 
old style compress bale, into the’* Lowry 
tale. This plant consists of one 350 horse 
power tandem compound condensing engine, 
supplied by steam by a battery of three 
100-horse power boilers, which furnishes the 
motive power for ten Lowry presses, ten 
Bramwell and Clark cotton feeders and 
cpeners, as Well us ter condensers and flues, 
which transfer this cotton through A se- 
ries of flues to the Lowry presses, thus 
showing tthe difference in simplicity, and 
difference of con mercial valué between the 
old style. compress square bale and the 
present type of Lowry bale. In furtherance 
of the system there is also in operation a 
‘complete cotton ginning system of three 70- 
saw gins, elevating and cleaning system 
with single flue condenser and Lowry press, 
operated by two electric motors of W-horse 
rower crpacity. This plant shows the 
system of handling cotton in the seed rom 
the wagon to the Lowry bale, all of which 
have a uniform density and size as previ- 
ously stated. 

The operation of the machine so simple 
and yet so effective was a subject of wai- 
vorsal wonder to the traveling men. The 
seed cotton, taken from the Wagon by a

fed into the gin, passed from the gin to 
the Lowry press, passed through that 
press and came out fully compressed, 
ready for delivery in Liverpool, and doing 
away completely with any necessity for a 
visit to the old cotton compress. Here it 
will be seen that the entire system of cotton 
compresses. which have been in existence 
costing millions of dollars and requiring 
millions of dollars for thelr support may 
be entirely done away with, and the re- 
sult is that the money hitherto expended 
in maintaining these expensive planta will 
now find its way back to the farm which 
has to stand the levy hitherto made upen 
them. To Jeave aaide technical langusse, 
every neighborhood can have ita gin just 
as it stands at present witheut any iddi- 
tien of capital, of skill, of employees. To 
this gin they can add the Lowry buler, 
which will do its work as well as the 
work of the cotton eompresa, right on the 
apot, and which must foree the buying 
of the cotton at the gin tn future instead 
of at the compress as heretofore, The 
uwdvantages which this system will bring 
to the farmer are so numerous that it 
would be tedious to tey to mention them, 
In the first place, the marketing of his 
crep is brought within Als own supervision, 
the immense army ef middlemen will be 
sWoept away, and the, men whose labor 
hag made the erap will recéive the profit 
for its produetion, As ‘an illustration of 
the mannee in which the farmera of the 
country have lost heretofore, it fa only 
necessary to repeat a statement recently 
made by Mr. Hester, of New Orleans, that 
out-of an annual cotton receipt of one 
million three hundred thousand bales in 
that city over thiety-seven thousand bales 
were made up out of the samples which 
hag been ruthlessly plucked from the bales 
by the men who handled them, which 
should have gone into the parishes of Loul- 
siana. In addition to the great loss from 
sampling the old method of handling cot- 
ton subjected it. to damage of various 
kinds, which is called “country damage” 
in commercial circles, but which is really 
commercial carelessness in handling the 
eotton after they receive it. hy 
ths method whole bales are rolled around 
muddy bales laid up against 
oozes through and marks, 
every concatenation of circum- 
stances the farmer becomes the general 
victim who must stand losses of careless- 
ness and a great deal of design in addi- 
tion to those which nature had visited 
upon him. 

The revelation which 
Lowry baling process, therefore, becomes 
apparent. It is not only a great labor 
saver in,the direct work of baling and 
compressing the cotton, but.it leads to a 
whole series of improvements, which neces- 
sarily follow, and all of which will con- 
tribute to a more skillful handling of the 
crop, to lessen the expenses in bringing it 
to market and consequently should lead 
to a greater return to the pocket of the 
farmer. Such a movement as this deserves 
the mame of revolution, because it will 
inspire new hope into the hearts of cur 
farmers, and it will secure the continuance 
of our supremacy of the cotton market.

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Own paper, and why should the govern- 
ment pay national banks a bonug to in- 
duce them to issue bank notes which 
are in no respect superior and some re- 
spects inferior to the greenbacks issued 
by the government and for which the 
people pay no bonus? 

The trusts are now absorbing an in- 
creasing share of public attention. be- 
cause of their rapid growth during the 
last two years. We had a sugar trust 
and an oil-‘irust some years ago. We 
now have a biscuit trust and a match 
trust and a meat trust—in fact a trust 
in most everything that is used. 

The milk trust reaches the in- 
fant as he enters the world, the 
ice trust cools him in the summer, 
the coal trust keeps him warm in 
the winter, while the coffin trust 
waits to receive him when life’s 
fitful dream is o’er. 

The people are beginning to see what 
the principle of monopoly means, and 
yet the principle of monopoly, so 
plainly illustrated by the industrial 
trusts, does not differ at all from the 
principle of monopoly which ‘under- 
lies both the gold standard and the pa- 
per money trusts. 

The democratic party is prepared to 
face the future and meet new issues 
without abandoning the old. The republi- 
can party has recommended that the 
standing army be increased to 100,000 
men. If citizens born in the United 
States are ignorant of the burdens of a 
standing army they can receive instruc- 
tion from those born in the European 
countries. Many Europeans who are 
now worthy. citizens of this great re- 
public left their European homes be- 
cause of the. burdens imposed by the 
enormous military establishments. 

A great army may be a great thing 
for the railroad companies which car-

It occurs to me 
that this tendency toward a large army 
establishment—this new army worm— 
will preve more destructive to the crops 
of the farmer than the army worm with 
which the farmers are now famillar. 

Upon the subject of imperialism, I 
need only to add a word. The idea of 
forcible conquest and Of colonization af- 
ter the plan adopted by European coun- 
tries cannot receive the support of the 
people of this country when the princi- 
ples involved are clearly understood. 

In 1865, Abraham Lincoln was invit- 
ed to attend a Jeffersonian banquet giv- 
en by the republicans of Boston. Those 
whose memories run back to ante-hbel- 
lum days remember that the declara- 
tion of independence forms a large part 
of republican speeches in the early days. 
It was made a part of the first plat- 
form on which Abraham Lincoln ran. 
That Lincoln was wedded to the funda- 
mental doctrines set forth in that dec- 


laration no one wil) @spute. In express- 
ing regret that he ald not attend the 
Boston banquet Mr. Lincoln used these 
words in regard to Jefferson: 

“All’ honor to Jefferson; to a man who 
in the concrete pressure of a struggle 
for national independence by a single 
people had the coolness, foresight and 
capacity to introduce into a merely rev- 
Olutionary document an abstract truth 
applicable to all men and all times, and 
so to embalm it there that today and 
in all coming days it shall be a rebuke 
and a stumbling plock to the harbingers 
of tyranny and oppression." 

And yet the leaders of the repub- 
lican party are attempting to deny 
those truths written for all men 
and for all time. They are attempt- 
ing to repudiate the doctrine of 
equal rights and self government 
to us by the forefathers. 

Not only aru they imitating the mon- 
archies of the old world in their policies, 
but they are copying the language of 
monarchies in carrying out their policy. 

In their proclamation recently issued 
to the Filipinos we find these words: 

“The commission desires to assure 
the people of the’ Philippines of dhe 
cordial good will and fraternal feeling 
which-is. entertained for them by the 
president of the United States and by 
the American people. The aim and ob- 
ject of the American government, apart 
from the fulfillment of the solemn obli- 
gation it has assumed toward the fam- 
ily of nations by its acceptance of sove- 
reignty over the Philippine islands, is 
the well being, prosperity and protection 
of the Philippine people and their ele- 
vation and advancement to a position 
among the civilized people of the world.” 

Compare this language with the lan- 
guage used by the queen in her procla- 
mation to the people of India in 1590, 
when she said: 

“We hold ourselves bound to the na- 
tives of our Indian territory by the samé 
obligations of duty which bind us to our 
other subjects,” and ‘in their prosperity 
will be our streneth; in their content- 
ment our security, and jn their gratitude 
our best reward.” 

it will be noticed that benevolence 
breathes through both declarations. And 
then as to their participation in gov 
ernment, a proclamation to the Fill- 
pinos says: ‘There shallsabe guaranteed 
to the Filipino people an honest and ef- 
fective civil service, in which, to the 
fullest extent to which it is practicable, 
natives: shall be employed.” 

The queen’s proclamation reads: “And 
it is our further will that so far as may 
be our subjects; of whatever race or 
creed, be freely and impartially admit- 
ted to offices in our service, and duties 
ef which they may be qualified by thetr 
education, ability and integrity duly to 
discharge.’”’ 

And yet in spite of those promises 
made to the people of India forty years 
ago, the of India today com- 
plain tha are filled by the 
younger IMiglish aristocracy, 
while the taxes are paid by the people of 
India. 

The policy of impfrialism is always 
defended on the ground that it is for 
the good of the people governed, but we 
have never recognized the right of any 
nation to benevolently assimilate an- 
other nation, 

Ex-Senator John L, Mitchell, of Wiscon- 
sin, whose theme was “Thomas Jefferson,” 
devoted his entire address to a eulogy of 
the founder of democracy. 

John F, Doherty, of La Crosse, answered 
to the sentiment, “‘The Yourwg Democra- 
cy;’’ Thomas.I, Cleary, of Platteville, 
spoke on ‘‘Party Honesty Is Party Duty,” 
while Carter H. Harrison, of Chicago, re- 
sponded to ‘‘Corruption in Politics.’ 

Mr. Harrison’s speech was eulogistic of 
Mr. Bryan. He said, in part: 

It lies in the power of the young 
democracy of the nation, if it will but 
set to work in the*first trenches, to 
earry forward the crusade of polity in 
politics until’ corruption shall be driven 
from high places until honesty shall 
control in every department of the mu- 
nicipal, the state and the national gov- 
ernments. Stalwart. young democracy 
need not look far for an incentive.” The 
example is set for it in the person of 
our national leader. Two years ago the 
party made its fight under a leader with 
private lifé so stainless, with personal 
character so blameless, the people fol- 
lowed him and follow him still with such 
zeal as the crusaders displayed in the 
Paladins of old. 

Ours is the party of the people. Un- 
less we serve the people honestly and 
fairly, we are faithless to our trust. 
Duty requires us to strike the first blow 
at corruption within our own party 
ranks. Let the word go forth that 
democracy Will not tolerate a man, no 
matter how profuse his professed devo- 
tion to the party creed, Who does not 
place his obligation to the public above 
any personal consideration, 

In 1900 a- bitter struggle awaits’ us. 
The old fight must be along. lines laid 
down in the platform of the last demo- 
cratic convention for the right of the 
plain peaple,’ a fight against corrup- 
tion and all its awful menace to the 
republic; a fight against the trusts tRa’ 
seek to make of thie nation, founded 
upon the theory of the absolute equali- 
ty of men, a serfdom submissive to the 
power and the arregance of wealth; a 
fight for everything that will lift the 
people higher; a fight against every- 
thing that will restrain the public in 
the onward march of its triumphant des- 
tiny. If we remain true to the theory 
and the practice of all democracy means 
and stands for, there is no need to 
doubt the successful issues of the com- 
bat.

Chancellor of Exchequer Shows Expen- 
ditures and Receipts. 

London, April 13.—The chancellor of the 
exchequer, Sic. Michael Hicks-Beach, pre- 
sented the budget in the house of com- 
mons today. The house was crowded when 
he rose to make his speech. He said the 
trying periods of last year’s Spanish- 
American war and the difficulties of the 
Niger and the Nile had no prejudicial ef- 
fect upon the country’s revenue, the re- 
sult foe the year being a small surplus.

We must, however, be hopeful that the 
approaching conferences of the powers 
which are animated by a desire for peace.

even the wealthiest nations may well pray 
to be delivered. (Cheers).. At the same 
time if the expenditure of armaments is 
reduced, I am convinced we shall have to 
increase it in- another direction. I fear 
the expenditure of the present year ean- 
not be regarded as merely temporary.

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our country always have such a presi- 
dent when the wise enlargement of the 
national domain becomes expedient or, 
neeessary! 

A democratic president controlled by 
the teachings of Jefferson and traditions 
of his party would today have a definite 
policy perfectly understood by the na- 
tion at large, but modern republicanism 
is inopportunism—no one knows whither 
it is going. The opportunist often does 
what is mist inopportune. The politician 
influenced by expediency often does 
what is most inopportune. The politician 
republican policy-.is thrift and drift. 

This is not the place, or time, to relate 
in detail the history of the negotiations 
by Jefferson with Napoleon, beginning 
in that month of 1802 when a Spanish 
officer at New Orleans revoked the li- 
cense granted by the treaty with Spain 
of 1795 to deposit American products at 
that port and freely ship them thence to 
the West Indies and Europe, and end- 
ing on that last day in April in the 
next year when the treaty was signed. 

The recent treaty with Spain has been 
ratified. It is now a fixed fact in our 
law and our politics. It declares that 
“the civil rights and political status of 
the native inhabitants therein ceded to 
the United States shal! be determined 
by the congress.”’ The discretion and de- 
cision are legislative, and not executive. 
The president's war power, growing out 
of the war with Spain, is at an end. 
If he does not assemble congress to do 
what the treaty ordained, and the public 
welfare shall thereby suffer, the respon- 
sibility will be his. 

Jefferson's first inaugural is our first 
democratic. platform, The fundamental 
principles therein set forth contain the 
essentials of democracy. They form, said 
their author, “the bright constellation 
which has gone before us,” and should 
be in the future, he added, ‘“‘the creed 
of our political faith, the text of civic 
instruction, the touchstone by which to 
try the services of those we trust.” 

in the second inaugural, making appli- 

cation of what had been previously said, 
were these significant utterances: 
‘* 1 Know that the acquisiticn of Louisi- 
ana has been disapproved by some from 
a candid apprehension that the enlarge- 
ment of our territory would endanger its 
union. But.who can Hmit the extent to 
which the federal principle may operate 
effectively.’’ 

Wihat prescience and foresight that 
question implied! The ‘‘federative princt- 
ple’’ looks to an indissoluble union of 
indestructible states. It repudiates and 
repels an empire of vassal colonies nev- 
er to be states. 

He declared as self evident that “all 
men are created equal.’’ He demanded 
“equal and exact justice to all men’ and 
the maintenance of ‘equality of rights.”’ 
The fourteenth amendment specifically 
Secured that equality by forbidding any 
State to deny it. The interdiction was a 
pledge that every ore in every state shall 
be protected by just and equal laws, not 
necessarily the same laws, because di- 
Versity ‘in the different states may pro- 
mote that equality which is an attribute 
of liberty. 

Jefferson also emphasized again the 
duty of maintaining “that state of prop- 
erty, equal, or unequal, which results to 
every man from his own industry, or 
that of his father.’’ What a lesson of ad- 
monition is here against the fads of 
communism! 

Equality of rights and duties were ever 
his theme. The demo¢ratic party has no 
reason. for existence if it does not al- 
ways and unitedly strive for such equal- 
ity of which the essence {s freedom from 
restraints and burdens unequal because 
not imposed on every one under like con- 
ditions. That democratic rule, fearlessly 
applied in each state, may solve the 
present problem of trusts and spoliation 
by unjustified taxation. 

We allagree that the democratie party 
should hate -for its corner stone the doc- 
trines indicated by Jefferson. One was 
“the supremacy of the civil over the 
military authority,’’ but that does not 
require a national democratic convention 
to: prescribe to congress the size of a 
standing army. Another was “honest 
friendship with all nations, entangling 
alliances with none,’ but that would 
not justify a natienal democratic con- 
vention in dictating to a democratic 
president the details of his diplomacy to 
preserve such friendship and avoid such 
alliances. A third was “honest payment 
of our debts, sacred preservation of the 
public faith, encouragement of agricul- 
ture and commerce,"’ put that does not 
compel a democratic national convention 
to endeavor to prevent democrats in con- 
gressional district from expressing their 
preference regarding the details which 
Will best enforce the doctrine. 

Lt will be said that Jefferson was a 
man of peace. So was the democracy he 
founded a party of peace, excepting 
when war becomes necessary, as it did 
a year ago. Then democrats in congress 
and in the field upheld the flag of our 
country with their votes and with their 
lives. Peace, small expenditures and low 
taxation were no doubt a passion with 
Jefferson, but his diplomatic notes as 
secretary of state, displaying the sword 
as a reluctant agent of peace, are a 
proud possession of ‘his country / because 
they brought out of darkness the rain- 
bow of hope. The hope of our country 
today is in the party whose fundamental 
principles were established under the 
w'se and conservative guidance of Jef- 
ferson. 

Mr. Belmont introduced Augustus Van 
Wyck by referring to the latter's canvass 
for governor. He said Justice Van Wyck 
conducted a campaign with honor to 
himself and credit to the democracy. Jus- 
tice Van Wyck was received with great ap- 
plause.

Concerning trusts in general I find 
some information in a recent number of 
The Journal of Commerce of this city 
that seems to me to be’ worthy of the 
widest publicity, After showing that 
the number of these great combinations 
had increased in the past tweive months 
from 200 to 363, .he writer of the article 
proceeds as follows: | 

“It will be seen that, at the end of 
February, these 353 eombinations had 
issued a total of $5,118.500,000 of capital 
stock and. $714,389,000 of bond obligations. 
These figug’es show an increase over 
those We published a year ago of 76 
per cent in the number of institutions 
and # per cent in the combined -stock 
and bonded deebt, which indicates the 
extraordinary rapidity with which the 
movement has spread within» the last 
twelve months, What proportion of 
the entire manufactures of the United 
States has passed in this new form of 
organization may be inferred from the 
fact that the census of 1890 values the 
entire capital then employed in the 
manufacturing and mechanical indus- 
tries at $6,525,000,000, whieh includes al! 
the minor or retail work done by small 
individual proprietors. This means 
that the total capitalization of these 
combinations is equal to 90 per cent of 
the entire manufacturing investment of 
1890.”’ 

And to the people who have not fol- 
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and practically from day to day, of the 
industrial evolutionyghere indicated, it 
may well seem incredible that a change 
so fraught with menace to the welfare 
of the country, and the preservation of 
our liberties and to the dignity of 
American labor, has been accomplished. 
Not only is it, as the writer further, 
whom I have just quoted, says, a rever- 
sal of all that economists have expect- 
ed as fundamental axioms of trade but 
it strikes, as with the dagger of. an as- 
sassin, at the very heart of ‘that indi- 
vidual enterprise, which, next to love of 
liberty for its own sake, is the energiz- 
ing force of American institutions. 

If the process of consolidating under 
the control of a single individual, nat- 
ural or artificial, of the various branches 
of the business of a_ Kindred nature 
continues in the same ratio as here in- 
dicated, it will be but a short time when 
five or six hundred corporate entities 
will control the entire mantfacturing 
and mechanical industries of this coun- 
try, in number many times fewer than 
those engaged in similar business on 
their own account when this country 
had a population of about three and 
one-half millions and was struggling 
against the mother country for political, 
commercial and business independence. 
Such a condition might well suggest 
some sense of alarm to the thoughtful 
patriot when it is considered that sub- 
stantially seventy millions of people 
will be excluded from participation 
upon their own account in these 
branches of industry and are converted 
into a mass of employees without the 
inspiring hope of bettering their condi- 
tion by mental and physical alertness. 
What individual not belonging to the 
class of multi-millionaires today would 
dare to engage on his own account in 
the establishment of a tobacco factory, 
or a baking powder company, or an oll 
refinery, for how well he would know 
that it would only require a moment's 
attention directed against him on the 
part of the trust in charge of the line 
of business thus invaded by him to crush 
the very life out of his enterprise. 

This pressure of English competition 
along the entire northern boundary of 
our country at the very time when it 
has become so fashionable for a certain 
Class of political leaders and after-din- 
ner speakers to thoughtlessly advocate 
a political and commercial alliance, 
offensive and defensive, between these 
twa countries, it will not be deemed 
amiss to caution our people against 
hasty action. Let us be influenced. by 
the natural as well as the fixed policy 
of that nation toward us for a century 
and a half, rather than by their pro- 
fuse expressions of friendship- during 
the Spanish war. In 1741. Admiral Ver- 
non commanded the English expedition 
against Cartagena on the northern coast 
of South America, then a flourishing 
Spanish possession. His forces included 
thirty-six companies of American troops 
from the thirteen colonies; among them 
were some of the Washington family, 
who afterwards gave his name to their 
place on the Potomac, and also Smol- 
lett, who described the incidents of the 
disastrous attempt in his Roderick Ran- 
dom. The defeated forces rendezvoused 
at Jamaica in the West Indies and 
from there Admiral Vernon cold- 
bloodedly wrote to his home government 
that he would disband and settle the 
battalions from the thirteen colontes in 
east Cuba-rather than restore them to 
their home where they ‘“‘would wish to 
establish manufactures, which would 
fnjure those at home” (in England). 
From then to now her policy has been 
one of sharp rivalry and competition 
with America; it impelled the revolution 
of 1776, fought for business as well as 
political independence; brought on the 
war of 1812 waged against the insolent 
claim. of England _for the right to 
search our ships of commerce while 
riding the highways of the ocean; 
caused her to contest every inch of 
our northern boundary line from ocean 
to ocean: made her encourage ovr 


family troubles in 1860 to 1865, for which 
she Was compelled to pay us millions 
to admit her wrong: and actuated her, 
in violation of the Monroe doctrine, to 
attempt an unwarrantable encroach- 
ment upon the territory of Venezuela, 
until ordered by the American govern- 
ment to halt, notwithstanding that our 
new ambassador at the Court of St. 
James seemed to think that his first 
duty was to apologize to the English 
people therefor, and she has paralleled 
our inland waterways and. railroads 
from ocean to ocean, separating us 
from our Alaskan possessions. She is 
now and will ever be our principal 
competitor in the commerce of the 
worid. Under such circumstances it 
would be her greatest boast in diplo- 
macy to engender the animosity of the 
other nations of the world toward us 
by such an alliance. For then, in case 
the eme®gency should ever arise that 
our country should feel it necessary to 
command’ her to halt again in any of 
her future aggressions, and she should 
refuse, the United States would find 
herself without a friend in the sister- 
hood of nations. A lively appreciation 
of the true bearings of both nations 
will be the surest guarantee of lasting 
friendship and@ peace between them. 
Let the good old American international 
policy of each nation attending to its 
own business in the spirit of fair play 
to the others assert itself and let these 
knee-benders to all that is English re- 
member the advice of the matchless 
Washington given in his farewell ad- 
dress, in which he says: “The greatest 
rule of conduct for us, Mm regard to 
foreign nations, is, in extending our 
commercial relations to have with them 
as little political connection as possi- 
ble.” “It is our true policy to steer 
clear of permanent alliances with any 
portion of the foreign world.” From 
that moment the spirit of ‘‘peace, com- 
merce and honest friendship with all 
nations, entangling alliances with 
none,” proclaimed by Jefferson, has 
echoed and re-echoed down the coerri- 
@ors of time. Let the lovers of. peace 
and friendship in both countries famil- 
iarize themselves with that part of 
Washington's address relating to foreign 
relations, and it will promote good will 
between these two nations. 

A word to the democracy and I have 
finished. Let not the mere selfish 
thought of probable or possible party 
suecess absorb your time and thought, 
instead of the desire to prevent evils 
that may threaten our country. Re- 
member . the grand mission under a 
representative form of government of 
the party in opposition is a noble and 
lofty one. The organized exercise of an 
intelligent and eternal vigilance is the 
price not only of liberty, but good govy- 
ernment. Let this function be perform- 
ed impassionately and faithfully for: the 
purpose of watching over the acts of 
omission or commission of the party in 
power. If the evils become dangerous 
and oppressive, such as the habitual 
violation of the principle of home rule 
by the national or state government: 
fostering of trusts by the sale to them 
of the tariff taxing power or the relief 
of their franchise values from fair con- 
tribution to the support of the govern- 
ment; the destruction or impairment of 
our waterways at the instance of rail- 
roads: the extravagant or corrupt waste 
of public funds; or incompetency and 
radicalism, then the demand for change 
will be so imperative that unity will 
reign supreme among the rank and file 
of our party.

WITNESSES TELL OF STREET QUEL 


The Cannon Brothers and Their Father 
Sworn and Give Their Testimony 
About the Affair—The Ar- 
gument—Jury Has the 

Case. _ 


By Charles Kelly. 

Dalton, Ga., April 13.—The thread of' the 
testimony in the trial of the Cannon broth- 
ers Was taken up early this morning. The 
courtroom presented the animated 
acene of yesterday, and those present ap- 
peared: to take the liveliest interest in the 
proceedings. 

The state rested yesterday, and the de- 
fense opened this morning by introduc- 
ing its witnesses. The. testimony was 
drawn out by Colonel R. J. McCamy, and 
the witnesses were rigidly cross examined 
solicitor general. Both Colonel 
McCamy and Solicitor Maddox handled 
the witnesses in a rapid and searching 
manner and no time was lost in bringing 
out the testimony. 

Judge Fite ruled out all matter regarding 
the published letters and the advertise- 
ment which appeared in The Argus. He 
stated that to permit it as evidence will 
tend to open up the old cases and he was 
unwilling that this should be done. 

L. F. Henry was the first witness called. 
He testified that he was employed by the 
Cannons as a clerk in their store. Said he 
had heard that Tapp had threatened to kill 
Will Cannon on sight and saw Tapp in 
Black’s hardware. store on the afternoon 
before the duel. Saw him talking to 
some one, but did not see the other per- 
son. 

Sam Peeples said that on the afternoon 
before the shooting he saw Tapp near a 
drug store on the corner being held by 
some one. Tapp was saying “‘Let me go 
and I'll kill that —.”’ Said he told Can- 
non later of the occurrence. 

A. J. Longley said that he was going 
home on the afternoon before the shooting 
and when he was near the drug store no- 
ticed Will Cannon on the edge of the side- 
walk. He had not heard a word of the 
difticulty, but met Tapp, who said, ‘‘Let me 
kill him!’ Tapp got mad when witness 
held him, and made efforts to get at Will 
Cannon. Cannon said: ‘‘Let him come.”’ 
Witness declared that Tapp showed no 
pistol then, 

Frank Clemmonts swore that he stood in 
his door, almost opposite the place of the 
shooting, and saw all of the parties. He 
recognized Tapp, the two Cannon boys and 
also Fred Parmalee and Walter Davis. He 
said that Will Cannon had nothing in his 
hand at the time. As he looked, he 
saw Tapp pull his pistol and fire at Will, 
who rushed forward and Knocked the 
weapon up. It was fired a second time 
Testified that Guilford had no weapon. 
On cross examination witness admitted 
that his father had worked for the Can- 
nons about three years ago. 

Doc Wilson, a crippled negro boy, said 
that he was a witness to the duel. Said he 
was standing in front of Black's hard- 
ware store when the firing commenced. 
Said he saw Tapp step-out in the street 
and fire in the direction of tne Cannons. 
Said he did not see Will Cannon pointing 
his finger at Tapp. On cross examina- 
tion Wilson asserted positively that Will 
Cannon had both hands at his sides. 

G. W. Gaines. testified to seeing the 
shooting. Saw Will  gesticulating,. and 
then Tapp drew his pistol and fired twice. 
Witness swore that so far as he could see 
Will had nothing in either hand. 

Terrell Bowen, who lives in another 
county and was in Dalton on the day of 
the duel, said that Tapp fired the first three 
shots. Two were fired_and then Will Can- 
non rushed in and knocked up the pistol, 
which was discharged. Tapp then fired 
again and started-on a run down the 
street. Witness stated that he had not 
seen Will Cannon pointing his finger at 
Tapp. 

L. Lumpkin stated that he saw Tapp open 
fire on the Cannons. Two shots were fired 
and the third was fired while Tapp was 
in a running positton. He testified, that 
the Cannons pursued Tapp and continued 
to fire at him. 

John Stewart said he saw Tapp and Will 
Cannon meet, and that Tapp opened fire. 
Several other shots were fired in quick 
Succession, 

J. LL. Fincher thought Tapp had fired 
first. Saw him step off the sidewalk and 
fire a second time. Will Cannon followed 
Tapp down the street, shooting as he went. 

Charles West said he worked for the 
Gannons. On the morning of the shooting 
he had started to the postoffice with some 
letters to mail and was overtaken by Will] 
Cannon, who said he was going to mail 
some statements for his brother. Both 
entered the postoffice together and found 
Tapp there. Noticed that Tapp left first, 
and that Will went out later. When he 
reached the sidewalk he saw, Fred Parma- 
lee and Waltcr Davis walking ahead with 
Tapp. He then saw Will ahd Guilford 
Cannon approaching from the opposite di- 
rection. Said that Parmalee and Davis 
caught Guilford and held him.

Charley Powell, colored hotel porter, tes- 
tified that the Cannons were in the habit of 
passing through Hotel Dalton on their way 
to the postoffice.

There was an audible stir in the court- 
room when the three Cannons, father and 
sons, were sworn in. 

The Cannons Testify. 

G. M. Cannon took the stand first. He 
said that he knew nothing of the shooting 
until the boys came home and told him of 
it—after breakfast. 

Will Cannon next testified, and said that 
when he read the advertisement in the pa- 
per before the shooting he felt outraged, 
and went. to the drug store to tell Tapp 
that he considered him a ‘“‘dirty dog.”” Heard 
Tapp say something about killing him, and 
told Longley to let Tapp aloose. Had 
heard that Tapp had made threats about, 
him. Went to the postoffice on day of 
shooting and saw Tapp. Said he knew if 
he passed, Tapp would shoot him in the 
back, and he returned to the store and told 
Guilford. Said he did not run, but walked 
as he usually did. Guilford got an ax handle 
and said that he would see that Tapp did 
no harm. When they met Tapp, he called 
to hig brother: ‘Look out, Guil, he may 
try to kill me!” Tapp stepped off sidewalk. 

“TI shook my finger at him,” said Cannon, 
“and said, ‘you had better nét pull that pis- 
tol. Xeep it in your pocket.’ He then 
drew anda fired at me.. I jumped at him and 
knocked the pistol up, which was discharged 
and the powder went on my arm. The pis- 
tol was pointed directly at me and if I had 
not act®d quickly fhe would have killed me.

Said they looked out of 
window. Neither said anything of a suspi- 
cious nature. Did not see Tapp coming up 
street on way to postoffice. 

C. R. Williamson, a merchant, testified to 
seeing Tapp coming out of postoffice. Said 
Will Cannon came behind and walked rap- 
idly in direction of the hotel. Was in his 
store when firing began. Heard no conver- 
sation between the parties engaged. Said 
Tapp fired five or six times and ran down 
the street. Cannon pursued, but thought 
that Will did not fire as they ran. Said 
Tapp fired once in turned position. 

Will McWilliams saw Guilford and 
Will coming up the. street to meet 
Tapp. Guilford had ae stick or ax 
handie. Saw Tapp draw and_e_ shoot 
and then Will began firing. Guilford 
opened fire and he and Tapp exchanged 
shots, Said he thought he saw Will reload 
pistol in the street. Cross-examined vby 
Colonel McCamy witness thought that Will 
had right hand in hip pocket or pocket of 
coat as he advanced on Tapp.

On court being 
called to order, Solicitor General Mad- 
dox opened for the $tate and made a clear 
and forceful argument for his side, He did 
not speak long. 

Attorney W. E. Mann spoke next for 
the defense and discussed at length the 
testimony of many witnesses.

At a late hour tonight the jury in the 
Cannon case was still undecided. .The ver- 
dict will not be known until tomorrow.

Thomas Jefferson, being a democrat, 
stood for the rights and liherties of the 
people, the common people—the masses 
who toil and dig and sweat and create 
the wealth of the nation. He was a 

. fine scholar, had a nice taste in art, lit- 
erature and music.’was fond of society, 
and, in short, had every temptation to 
become what is known as a man of the 
world. Nevertheless, while he did not 
turn aside from any reasonable enjoy- 
ment that life, letters and society could 
afford, he devoted his brilliant mind 
and his wonderfu! influence to establish- 
ing and maintaining the rights, interests 
and privileges of the common people. 

In pursuing this course, he not only 
wounded but alarmed the plutocracy 
which had already begun to place 
its fingers on legislation -and on the 
courts of the land. At once, and as if 
at a given signal, the organs and agents 
of this small but powerful clique fell 
upon Jefferson, tooth and nail. He was 
a charlatan and a fraud; he was an ene- 
‘my of law and order; he was a pan- 
derer to brutal and ignorant mobs; he 
Was an organizer and leader of the 
-most dangerous forces known to society; 

he was an incendiary, traitor, anarchist, 
time-server, demagogue, profligate; he 
Was an enemy of God and man; he was 
a blasphemer, a seducer and an adul- 
terer. 

This will give our readers some idea 
of the venom with which the elements 
of plutocracy went about its work at 
the very beginning, as it were, of our 
government. Then, as now, it did its 
work of slander and traduction through 
the convenient instruments which were 
even then to be found, and which in 
these days swarm up and down the 
Jand. Then, as now, the plutocracy 
‘found some of its most eloquent and ef- 
ficient instruments in the pulpits, and 
the preachers, especially in New Eng- 
Jand, thundered their denunciations at 
the head of the great democratic leader.

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Disgruntled Manufacturers. 
American manufacturers have won a 
great victory in securing extensive 
bridge contracts in the Soudan from the 
Angio-Egyptian authorities. 

When it is recoHected that the pres- 
ence of British troops in Egypt and else- 
where is as advance agents of British 
manufacturers, the significance wi!l be 
seen of an American firm entering the 
field and securing contracts from 


have been pre-empted by British manu- 
facturers. 

When Lord Kitchener accepted the of- 
fer of a Philadelphia firm to build the At- 
bara bridge, he set British man- 
ufacjurers by the ears. His re- 
ply, made through Lord Cromer, as to 
why he did this, develops even greater 
consternation. That report went on 
to say that the time of delivery was a 
more important consideration than the 
price, but even the price was made more 
important by the differene: tn figures 
presented by the British and American 
contractors. 

An English firm, for instance, offered 
to deliver the work in six and one-half 
months for $52,450, while the price ten- 
dered by the American firm was $32,500, 
and guaranteed delivered within forty- 
two days. The American offer, there- 
fore, had to be accepted because of its 


superiority on all points. 


British contractors are just now deep- 
ly concerned as to why it is that an- 
American firm was enabled not only to 
cut the price almost in two, but to de- 
liver the goods in one-fifth of the time 
which had been asked for by the British 
manufacturer. This difference in pro- 
ductive cost and in ability for quick de- 
livery means that Americans will sweep 
the field of competition. As to how this 
competition is to be met is the problem 
with which Englishmen have to deal.

Taking Care of the Dog. 

The dog is just now the grave subject 
of negotiation between the _ govern- 
ments of Great Britain and the United 
States. 

The British ambassador in Washing- 
ton has handed a memorandum to the 
State department in Washington, the 
contents of which he desires to have 
made widely known. In forwarding the 
memorandum, Sir Julian 
Savs: 

In communicating this memorandum to 
you, I am directed by her majesty’s prin- 
cipal secretary of state for foreign affairs 
to ask you if, in view of the fact that the 
regulations embodied in the memorandum 
in question are formed with a view to 
stamping out rabies in Great Britain, you 
would be so good as to cause them to be 
generally known to all persons concerned. 

The memorandum states that the’ im- 
portation of dogs without license'is for- 
bidden. Application for license must 
be made to the secretary, board of agri- 
culture, 4 "Whitehall place, London, 
S. W., in time to permit the board to in- 
quire into the circumstances of the ap- 
plication, ete., before the embarkation 
of the dog takes place. Dogs will be 
detained for six months, under super- 
vision of the authorities, on some suitt- 
able private premises specified by che 
owners. If the conditions imposed are 
properly carried out, the board will con- 
sider applications, accompanied by the 


certificates of veterinary surgeons 
that the dogs are not suspect- 
ed of rabies, for their release after 


ninety days. Dogs whose antecedents 
are unknown will be subjected to long- 
er periods of detention. In exceptional 
cases, -the board will entertain appli- 
cations made by telegram, on condition 
that a full description of the dog be giv- 
en and the place in which he is to be 
detained specified. | 

For the convenience of persons pass- 
ing through Great Britain. the board 
in special cases will authorize the land- 
ing of dogs which are to be exported in 
afew days. In making application for 
such license, the ports, names of the 
vessels and dates of arrival and depart- 
ure must be specified, and the address 
of some suitable place where the dog ean 
be detained during the period it remains 
in Great Britain, which must not exceed 
ten days.

Lynching Not Revengeful. 

A recent issue of The Christian Ob- 
Server, an able periodical published in 
New York, commenting on the manifold 
evils of lynching and the motives there- 
for, remarks that these latter no long- 
er serve the sole purpose of protection to 
women, but have entered the wider. more 
dangerous and malignant field of per- 
sonal revenge for such crimes as incen- 
diarism, robbery, ete. While this asser- 
tion may be true of other sections of the 
country, such an indictment ceannot 
properly be sustained against Georgia, 
or, in fact, any of the southern states, 

Southern lynchings are almost invari- 
ably prompted by a sense of protection 
to women. Unmentionable crimes of 
Which the scum of humanity are oc- 
casionally guilty seem to demand some 
special and immediate treatment which 
a mob, in the heat of righteous resent- 
ment, takes on itself to administer. That 
it is radically and criminally wrong there 
can be no doubt or fraction of a ques- 
Boiled down to its last analysis, 
it means murder pure and simple. for 
the- reason that wherever and whenever 
life is taken without due process of law 
the act must be denominated an infrac- 
tion of the sixth commandment. There 
is, then, no issue on this side of the 
matter, all direct thinking people con- 
demnning mob law unreservedly. 

But it is at least just to deny the 
charge that lynchings arise from a de- 
sire for personal vengeance. It is poor 
satisfaction to a father when the rav- 
isher of his daughter lies dead at his 
feet. There is some other more power- 
ful and generous sentiment which actu- 
ates deeds of unlawful retribution for 
such crimes as these. If the instance 
of Palmetto be taken as support for the 
statement that personal feelings enter 
into these deplorable affairs, but a few 
words are necessary to correct that im- 
pression. At Palmetto it had come to 
the sheer pass where it was a survival of 
the fittest. The danger from the ne- 
groes was more than simply that of in- 
cendiarism. They were in such a condi- 
tion of maddened ferment, under the 
lashings of malicious and _ ill-advised 
leaders, as to be ready to commit almost 
any act of violence. White men hesi- 
tated to leave their wives and families 
at home for their day’s work... No one 
in the town’s borders felt that sense 
of protection and freedom from care 
which is characteristic of most com- 


nature as to be almost unthinkable was 
rapidly approaching. It was under the 
influence of this terrific strain that the 
mob acted, and while no excuse can be 
found for its action, there should be no 
accusation of personal incentives,

ATLANTA’S PRINCESS 
VISITS OLD FRIENDS 


The widow of Prince Felix Salm-Salm of 
Anhalt is now visiting friends in this coun- 
try and is at present in New York, where 
she will restore to the Bighth and Sixty- 
eighth volunteer regiments the battle flags 
presented by them to the prince, who was 
their wartime colonel. 

The New York Herald tells the roman- 
tic story of the soldier prince and his Amer- 
ican wife, and it is thrilling’ and sensational 
enough to satisfy any lover of adventure. 

Early in the civil war Prince Salm-Salm 
came to America and served to the end 
with the rank of colonel. Before he had 
learned our language he fell madly in love 
with a beautiful, high class circus rider, 
Miss Agnes Le Clercq, in Washington and 
married her. 

She was a beauty of the daring, dashing, 
‘tropical type. a woman born to charm and 
control men and excite the suspicion, envy 
and enmity of her less attractive sisters. 


Governor Gates, of Illinois, gave her a 
Captain’s commission, with full pay, but 
she devoted every dollar of it to the wound- 
ed soldiers. Gifted with rare diplomatic 
tact and irresistible personal magnetism, 
she never asked official favors unsuccess- 
fully, and more than once she secured im- 
portant commands for her husband when 
he was in danger of being mustered out. 

The prince was a brave‘soldier of fortune, 
but he cared nothing for the Americans on 
either side. He fought valiantly in many 
battles, but there were complaints of his 
harsh treatment of prisoners and of his 
own men, 

Occasionally, with his wife, he spent a 
furlough in Washington and New York, 
where they were lionized in society. 
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In a recent sketch I gave a few inci- 
dents in the career of this royal pair during 
a brief sojourn in Atlanta.’ Shortly after 
the surrender Salm-Salm was the federal 
provost marshal here, and he was a puzzle 
and a holy terror. 

Fearless, reckless, half-drunk and tyran- 
nical, he was bitterly hated by our people, 
and his oppressive methods will never be 
forgotten. The princess was unable to 
make him popular, because her unconven- 
tional ways and defiance of public opinion 
turned the ladies against her, and she had 
no friends. The wives and daughters of 
federal officers united with the southern 
women in ignoring her, 

But I have touched upon this in my for- 
mer article, and I return to the subject 
again simply because the visit of the prin- 
eess to her native country will doubtiess 
excite the curiosity of many readers in re- 
gard to her appearance and “condition at 
the present time, 

According to The Herald, she still looks 
youthful and slender. Only a few threads 
of silver show in her hair, and yet few wo- 
men were ever exposed to greater hardships 
and perils. She served under three flags; 
in the union army, under Maximilian and 
with the Germans in their war against 
France. She came out of that confiict in 
lsil at the age of twenty-nine and the kai- 
ser decorated her,with the order of the 
Iron Cross. In that war she lost her hus- 
band, who fell in battle at the head of 
his regiment, in which he held the rank 
of major. The princess then spent many 
years with the unfortunate Empress Car- 
lotta, who was warmly attacnen to her, 

Without synopsizing The Herald’s story, 
I will give a chapter of this remarkable 
woman’s experience in Mexico. When Salm- 
Salm left the federal army he and his wife 
drifted across the Rio Grande and followed 
the fortunes of Maximilian. The prince 
was the emperor's chief of staff and faith- 
fully stood by him to the last. The princess 
was one of the court ladies, and when the 
collapse came she proved herself a hervine. 
She almost succeeded in saving Maximilian, 
but Escobedo sent her out of the country. 
Juarez, keg agh was so impressed and fas- 
cinated ‘by her that he spared and r-leased 
her husband. : 

Returning to Austria, the prince was 
given a commission in the army and the 
princess was pensioned. They at once be- 
came favorites in royal circles. 

While residing in the City of Mexito the 
princess was the cause of a duel between 
a young ex-confederate and Major Medo- 
mark, of the Belgian legation. 

The confederate was a young South Car- 
Olinian named Hazel. One day, in a fash- 
ionable restaurant, he heard Medomark 
talking to some French officers about the 
princess, who was sitting at a table where 
she could hear every word, 

The Belgian spoke’in a loud tone and evi- 
dently meant to be offensive. Somewhat 
embarrassed, the princess rose and left the 
place. : 

As she passed through the door Medo- 
mark called out a slang term of the circus: 

“Hoop la!’ he shouted. 

The woman heard the brutal cry, and 
the insult cut her to the heart. Her hus- 
band was out of the city. With a face 
white with anger and flashing eyes, she 
looked onee at the major and then at: Ha- 
zel, who bowed and left his chair as she 
walked away. 

The southerner followed, and begged het 
to permit him, in the absence of the prince, 
to protect her. 

With tears in her flaming eyes, she took 
his hand and asked him to chastise the 
bully. As a soldier's wife, she Knew what 
this meant. 

Hazel re-entered the restaurant and went 
to the major. 

“Do you speak English?’

“T here notice.a man’s little peculiarities, 
and fit these ‘peculiarities 
then form my impression. In nine cases in 
ten I find that I’m right. Not only can | 
size up a man’s character in a general way 
in the short time that it takes him to 
get his ticket and change, but I can tell a 
good deal about his personal habits. For 
instance, if a young man accompanied by 
his best girl steps up to the wagon, draws 
out his pocket book and hands me a $10 
bill when I know to a dead moral certainty 
that he’s got smaller bills or change in 
his pocket, I know that that fellow is given 
to a good deal of outward display and af- 
fectation: that he is a rank pretender in 
the majority of cases, and in addition has 
very little regard for the rights of others. 
I also make a mental note that he is not 
a man of means and isn’t used to handling 
much money. No matter how well dressed 
he may be or what his bearing, I'd back 
my judgment on this latter assertion. 

“How do I figure all th’s out? Easy 
enough. The unnecessary changing of a 
large bill when he had smaller ones proves 
that he wanted to make an impression on 
the girl. It also proves that he has no 
regard for the rights of others, for he 
knows perfectly well that he is putting 
me to considerable trouble. The last prop- 
osition is simplicity itself: No man of 
means who has been used to money makeg 
an unnecessary display of it. 

‘On the other hand, if I see a stout, 
well-dressed, prosperous looking man of 
forty edge hs, way toward me, I can tell 
what kind of money he Is going to give me 
as soon as he reaches for it. If his hand 
goes back ‘to his hip pocket it’s dollars te 
doughnuts that he'll hand mea silver 
dollar if he wants two 50-cent tickets. ora 
half if he only wants one. The practice 
of carrying money in the hip pocket is 
confined almost exclusively to men who 
are used to money and think nothing of it. 
The man who always has several silver 
dollars in his side pocket is pretty apt to 
jingle it ostentatiously at times when he 
wants to ake an impression on some 
one. The man who caries his silver in 
his pistol pocket does so because it’s niore 
convenient. He’s used to money and it 
would never occur to him to try to impress 


a person by rattling a few coins together, . 


The hip pocket fellow is a good spender 
and a hail fellow well met. 

‘‘Men of. means don't carry large sums 
of money. When I see a chap flash a rol] 
of greenbacks at a circus I know that it's 
not only all he’s got, but that he’s a foo] 
as well, for the chances are that he'll get 
‘touched’. before he leaves the tent. 

‘““Men» who carry pocket books seldom 
carry large sums of money and they are 
generally pretty conservative sort of fel- 
lows. The chap with the ‘wad’ shows it at 
every turn, while the man with the pocket 
book only refers to it when he is out of 
small change and has to break a bill. 

“When a man puts me to the trouble 
of unnecessarily changing a $10 bill I make 
a point of giving him. his change as small 
as possible—dimes and nicKles if I can 
spare the time. That hurts ’em worse than 
anything you can do. 

“The-farmer who approaches the booth 
and laboriously fumbles in his inside vest 
pocket might make some people think that 
he has a roll of bills, but he don’t fool me. 
I brace myself for a long siege, for I 
know that he’s going to pull out a tobacce 
sack full of ‘chicken feed’ and take five 
times as long to count the price of a 
ticKet as an ord nary person.” 

“‘*Short-changing’ or ‘flim-flamming,’ is 
practiced by an unscrupulous class of 
ticket sellers, the opportunities that. the 
business offers being greater than that of 
Everything is hustle 
and confusion, a man loses his head, 
doesn’t think to count his change, and be- 
comes an easy victim, when under ordi- 
nary circumstances he'd detect the fraud. 

“I'll attempt to describe to you one of 
the commonest tricks of ‘flim-flamming' on 
and extensive scale: A man approaches 
the booth, hunts in his pocket for “change, 
and finally @ulls out a ten-dollar bill. The 
ticket seller takes the preliminary perform- 
ance in at a glance, and knows to a dead 
moral certainty that the man hasnt any- 


thing smaller. He looks at the Dill a 
moment, then sizés up his cash,. as if in 
doubt. Then suddenly he ‘turns to. his 


victim and says: 
* ‘Is this the smallest you've got? 
“The man tels him that it is. All of 
this has consumed but a fraction of a 
minute, you'd say, but in point of fact it

Meanwhile, any 
holder has the right to dispose of his bonds 
at’ the price paid, and after so doing has 
his stock-as a bonus for holding the bonds 
at 97 cents. : 

Some'of the leading business men in this 
city bought bonds in the company. Nearly 
all the directors of the Consolidated are 
interested in the new company, and several 
citizens who have never been identified with 
street railways before are interested in 
the new deal. 

There is a great deal of speculation as to 
whether the present management of the 
Corsolidated will be at the head of the new 
company. The officials, of course, refuse 
to be quoted on this line, but every indi- 
cation points to the fact that a great many 
of the officials of both the Atlanta railway 
and the Consolidated .will be retained in

The Atlanta Railway Company operates 
more than twenty miles of track, and has 
in use about twenty-five cars.

DEAD IN HIS GAGE 


‘Tom Macou,’’ Pride of the Nickel Plate 
Show, Dies Suddenly. 


WORTH A THOUSAND DOLLARS 


He Was Skinned and the Hide Will 
Be Stuffed and Mounted. 


SOME BAD LUCK THAT BEFEL A SHOWMAN 


It Was Rumored That the Elephant 
Had Hurt a Man and a Clown 
Has the Grip. 


There was mourning at the Nickel Plats 
Circus last night. ‘‘Tom Macon,” the great 
lion, dropped dead suddenly a few minutes 
before the show began. 

Colonel Harris, the proprietor of the 
Nickel plate, displayed the fact that he was 
in trouble. He said when he left the tent 
to go to supper he saw Tom Macon and 
the lion was as wel] and as lively as he 
ever seen him, When he returned he found 
the great beast lying upon the floor of 
his cage cold and dead. 

“And . that was not all,’’ said Colonel 
Harris to a reporter of The Constitution, “I 
heard a rumor that the elephant Had hurt 


somebody and was told that one of my. 


clowns was sick. .The elephant was in- 
hocent, but the clown had the grip. You 
see misfortunes never come singly even to 
a circus man.”’ 

Tom Macon was born in captivity. He 
had never roamed the forests and had nev- 
er known what it was to wander through 
the woods free and -fearless. He was just 
two years of age, and it is said that there 
wasn’t another two year old lion in the 
world that could maich him, His hide, 
after he was skinned, measured ten feet. 

It could not be told what was the mat- 
ter with the lion. Ever since he came to 
Atlanta he was in good health, and yester- 
day he eat his full allowance of raw beef. 
At nightfall the keeper saw him and no- 
ticed nothing unusual] about him, His eyes 
had the. wild savage glare and he walked 
around his cage with the majestic tread 
that is peculiar to the king of the forest. 

At about,7’o’clock he suddenly reeled and 
fell and when his cage door was opened 
he was dead.

SNEAK THIEVES TO BE BAGGED 


Bicyclists Must Ring Bells and Depot

The police of Atlanta are after three 
classes of people just now—bicycle riders 
without bells, -grip snatchers at the union 
depot and sneak thieves. 3 

The recorder has stated in open @fourt 
that the movement inaugurated to make 
all the bicycle riders have bells and ring 
them at the street crossings will meet with 
his hearty co-operation, and that offenders 
will ba heavily fined. 

Recorder Broyles has also stated in open 
court that. he intends to help the police 
break up the idling and loitering of people 
about the depot and the annoyance caused 
by boys snatching the baggage of travelers. 

The captain of the detective force has 
given it out that he will make stringent 
efforts to put a stop to the stealing by 
sneaf thieves. 

Yesterday morning Bicycle Officer -Beav- 
ers arrested five young men for failing to 
ring their bicycle bells at *crossings on 
Peachtree street. This is the beginning of 
the crusade that is to be made on those 
who persist in riding wheels without ring- 
ing their bells. On Peachtree street. it is 
impossible for pedestrians to hear the ap- 
proach of a bicycle, and fhose who are at 
the crossings are in imminent danger of 
being run over at any moment by a bicycle 
rider. 

The recorder fined all of the bicycle men 
who did not ring a bell at the street cross- 
ings $3.75, and said that he inténded to 
make the fines heavier if bicyclists per. 
sisted in violating this law. 

Wednesday night Patrolman Charley 
Holt captured six boys and youths who 
were at the union depot loitering about 
and annoying passengers by taking hold of 
their baggage. A traveler coming into or 
leaving the city had to run a gauntlet to 
get through the crowd of boys who tried to 
get hold of the valises and satchels. 

The recorder fined each of the boys $3.75, 
and said that this was just a small re- 
minder of what he intended to do to those 
who bothered people at the depot. 

Captain Slaughter, of the city detective 
department, said yesterday morning he 
had detailed thrée extra men as detectives, 
making his force at present ten, instead of 
seven men. The patrolmen detailed for 
this duty are Kilpatrick, Steint and Oz- 
burn. 

“I never saw such a lot of stealing by 
sneak thieves in Atlanta before,” said Cap- 
tain Slaughter. ‘‘I now have ten good men, 
and they are all making every effort to 
catch these thieves. We have captured 
four or five in the past week, and we are 
now fixed to bag every ome of them. The 
stealing is done by a class of negroes who 
will not work, and they have to rob some- 
body to get food and clothing. In a little 
while we expect to have all these fellows 
in the county chaingang, where they can- 
not bother us any more; and this summer 
the people will enjoy a siesta from the 
thieVing.”’

In This Case Finance Cemmittee Will 
Elect a Successor, 


COLLIER AND PAYNE HAD A DIFFERENCE

Grew Out of Some Discussion—The 
Sanitary Department Will Be 
Allowed To Purchase Its 
Own Supplies Until End 
of the Year. 


It is probable that John W. Collier, street 


improvement collector of the city, will lose 


his position unless he complies with the 
wishes of the finance committee of the 
city council. 

Several weeks ago this committee passed 
a resolution requiring the street improve- 
ment collector to aid the tax collector in 


his office When needed. Mr.. Collier object- 


ed to this additional work and intimated 


that he would not do it. The finance com- 


mittee let the matter drop for a week 
or two, but took it up again yesterday 
afternoon, when a secret session was held 
at the city hall at 4 o’clock. 


The matter was fully discussed. The 


committeemen decided to enforce the reso- 
lution, and that if Mr. Collier did not care 


to do the work imposed upon him he would 


have to vacate the office. Chairman ‘Tur- 
ner announced that Mr. Collier had vi«- 


tually told "him he would not do the 


additional work. In this case the finance 


committee will elect a successor, 


Mr. Collier claims that the duties of his 


| office are such that it would be impossible 
for him to assist the tax collector. Those 
arguing on the other side claim that the 
street Improvement collections do not take 
all of Mr. Collier’s time and that he can 
easily: help Tax-Collector Payne if he so 
desires. 


The dutiee of the street improvernent 
collector are to colleet all money due the 
city from street, sewer, curbing, etc., im- 
provements, and it is a responsible position. 
The friends of Mr. Collier claim that the 
time he is not at work in his office he is 
out on the streets making his: collections. 
Mr. Collier claims it would be impossible 
for him to do justice to his work and 
help the tax collector .also. 

Mr. Payne says he is badly in need of 
help. When the monthly water bills, city 
licenses and taxes are being paid it is all 
he and his assistants can do to wait on 
the people and keep his accounts straignt. 
He says he must have another assistant 


and claims there is an ordinance requiring 


the street improvement collector to aid 
the tax collector when necessary. He 
would net require alli of Mr. Collier’s time, 
he says, but would only need his assist- 
ance on such days when the collections 
are unusually heavy. 

When Mr. Collier was first elected to 
this position about two years ago he as- 
sisted Mr. Payne occasionally. Some dif- 
ferences arose between these gentlemen, 
however, and Mr. Collier's desk was 
moved across the hall, and he has never 
worked in the tax collector's office since. 

While there is no open rupture between 
them, yet it is said the best of feeling 
does not exist. Several weeks ago Mr. 
Payne addressed a communication to the 
finance committee calling attention to the 
duties of the improvement collector as 
prescribed by statute and asking that Mr. 
Collier be instructed to work occasionally 
in his office.

Supplies of Sanitary Department. 

Several weeks ago Councilman Pope in- 
troduced a resolution in council allowing 
the sanitary department to purchase its 
own supplies. The matter was referred to 
the finance committee and came up for 
consideration yesterday afternoon. 

Alderman Rice argued that there was 
danger in allowing the sanitary department 
to get too far away from the general coun- 
cil. Mr. Pope argued that the purchasing 
committee of the board of health could 
purchase supplies cheaper than the finantre 
committee. The committee agreed on a 
report allowing the sanitary department to 
purchase its supplies until the last of the 
year. 

It will be remembered that prior to 
about a year ago all the departments were 
allowed to purchase their ‘own supplies, 
but council passed an ordinance placing 
these purchases in the hands of the finance 
committee of the council, which -receives 
the lowest bids and awards the annual 
contracts to the lowest bidders. 

The report of the finance committee as 
formulated yesterday afternoon will no 
doubt be adopted by council Monday af- 
ternoon,

GEN. GORDON ON 
THE CONFEDERACY 


Eloquent Lectare by the Distinguished 
Orator and Soldier, 


VIVID PORTRAYAL OF THE WAR 


“The Last Days of the Confeijeracy”’ 
Was the Subject of Lecture. 


WAS INTRODUCED BY GENERAL EVANS 


Thrilling Narrative of Many Scenes 
During Civil War Was Delivered 
by General Gordon.

General John B. Gordon, commander-in- 
chief of the United Confederate Veterans, 
delivered his: famous lecture, ‘‘The Last 
Days of the Confederacy,” a® the Grand 
last night to a large and appreciative au- 
dience. 

General Gordon was In good voice, and 
although he has been feeble for some time, 
appeared to bein robust health last night, 
and placed great fire, one of his charac- 
teristics, in the thrilling parte of his lec- 
ture that brought cheers from the au- 
dience. 

At the mention of the names of the heroes 
of both the southern armies and the army 
of the north the audience applauded lib- 
erally. The names of Dewey and Schley 
were applauded. 

There were seated on the stage a number 
of the officers of the regular army. Among 
them were General Frank, of the depart- 
ment of the gulf, and General’ Carpenter, 
of Fort McPherson, and Colonel Dravo, 
chief commissary of the department of the 
gulf, and Adjutant General Allen, of the 
department, These officers were seated on 
the left of the stage, und were addressed 
by General Gordor during his lecture as the 
soldiers in blue. Delegations from Atlanta 
camp and W.H.T. Walker camp of Con- 
federate Veterans were seated on the right 
of the stage. In the rear sat the officers 
of the two camps of Sons of Veterans of 
the city. 

General Gordon was introduced by Gen- 
eral Clement A. Evans. It was expected 
that he would be presented by Governor 
Candler, but owing to illffess the governor 
was not able to be present. 

General Evans in. his introductory .re- 
marks said that it was a pleasant duty for 
him to present to an Atlanta audience as 
distinguished a soldier as General] Gordon. 
Tie said he had: seen remarkable acts of 
Sravery committed by General Gordon 
and that he was one of the gallant officers 
of the confederacy. 

General Gordon began his lecture with a 
rapid word sketch of the early scenes of 
the war. He ran over these scenes until 
ae came to the battle of Gettysburg, which 
he termed one of the bloodiest conflicts of 
the entire war. He told many interesting 
incident of this battle, and at times, when 
he would reach a climax in his narrative, 
the audience would applaud before he could 
conclude, 

The scenes of the blood-drencthed flelds 
Which he described in a graphic manner 
brought back memortes to the many veter- 
ans who were in the audience and won- 
der to those who have only known of such 
a condition of things by print or word of 
mouth. 

General Gordon told of the many hu- 
morous and pathetic things that happened 
Within the two armies during the four 
years’ struggle. He told of the privatés in 
the army-actually starving for food and 
said they neither had the beef nor the 
balm, which they would have relished, 
while the army at Santiago would not 
eat it. 

General Gordon told some stories of the 
pickets of the two armies who paced the 
banks of the Rapidan, and ‘said that the 
fiver was so narrow and the pickets so 
close together that by mutual agreement 
they would not fire at each other. 

He described the great battle of Spot- 
svivania, the battles around Petersburg 
and the memorable occasion at Appomat- 
tox, 

As a finale to the lecture Genera! Gordon 
paid a magnificent eulogy to the stars and 
Stripes and was loudly applauded at the 
conclusion of his lecture.

| RTUNE IN BIRDS’ EGGS. 


Tricky Methods of a Parisian Dealer 
Brought to Light. 

A sparrow’s egg seems of little or no 
value, and yet there is a man in aris who 
can transform it into a prize really worth 
having. Indeed, this ingenious gentleman 
makes a very handsome income through 
his skill in coloring birds’ eggs. As to th: 
legitimacy of his business, the reader can 
judge for himself, says The San Francisco 
Call. 

A few years ago this wide-awake Paris- 


fan was an assistant in a provincial mus- 


eum of natural history, and while there 
he learned and saw a grat deal which has 
since been of’ much use to him. So much. 
indeed, did he learn, that when he lost his 
position he went to Paris and determined 
to start into business for himself. His 
apprentic: ship at the museum had shown 
him the value of birds’ eggs, and he 
promptly decided to make a living by deal- 
ing in rare eggs. True, he had only a very 
small collection of eggs with which to 
start business, but this was a trifling ob- 
stacle to a man of his versatile’ genius. 
He knew that there were many collectors 
in various countries who were willing to 
pay fancy prices for eggs, and he resolved 
to supply their demands, no matt r how 
extravagant they might be. 

Of course, not having many rare eggs, and 
lacking the neeessary facilities for procur- 
ing them, he could not supply them unless 
he manufactured them, and this he did. 
For example, if a collector wrote to him 
for a penguin’s egg, he would make out of 
gypsum a shell exactly resembling that of a 
penguin’s egg and he would forward it to 
his customer, who would never dream that 
a penguin had-wt laid it. Ags a rule, how- 
ever, he used a shell of some common eeg, 
his sole care being to see that it corre- 
sponded in size with the desired egg. The 
eggs of the common flycatcher are very 
cheap and by coloring them properly they 
can be made to resemble much costlier eggs. 
Again, a duck’s egg costs very little, and yet 
our ingenious Frenchman could easily 
transform it into an egg worth from 40 to 
6) francs, Pigeons’ eggs are also very use- 
ful for a similar purpose, since they are ex- 
actly: the same size as many very rare 
eggs. Any one with a knowledge of chem- 


istry could change them so that the pigeons .

A handsome new structure will be erected 
on Alabama street by Colonel J. W. Ruck- 
er on the property between the Maddox- 
Rucker bank building and fire department 
headquarters.

The cost of the new building has not as 
yet been estimated. The architects will es- 
timate the cost when they draw their plans, 
and until] then Colonel Rucker will .not 
know how much his new building will cost. 

Colonel Rucker, when seen last night, af- 
firmed the rumor that he would erect the 
edifice, but stated that he had not as yet 
made all arrangements for its erection. 

He said: 

“You see, the building which now stands 
on the lot has been there about twenty 
years, and the roof leaks and there are 
many other improvements and_ “repairs 
needed, so I decided that it would be best 
to erect an entirely new building, and I 
am now in consultation with the architects, 
Bruce & Morgan, upon the matter. Until 
I have finished making arrangements with 
them it will be impossible for me to state 
anything definitely. 

‘I would not even now like to state posi- 
tively that the new building will be erect- 
ed, but I believe it will be. I think it will 
be an improvement, although it will not be 
a very large building; that is, in height. It 
will not be more than three stories high, 
and it may be only two; but it will have a 
frontage of 100 feet and will run back the 
entire length of the lot, which is 140 feet. 

“T do not know when work will be start- 
ed on the building, but should I decide to 
build it, work will be commenced as soon 
as possible.”’

The government crop report shows a 
condition in winter wheat ot 77.9 per cent, 
but in the surplus, states of about 7o. This 
is 6.5 below the average, April Ist, during 
the past ten years. There is, however, an 
increased acreage to put into calculations, 
The reported area sown is 29,953,689 acres, 
which would give a yield of 277,000,000 bush- 
els, as against a harvested crop last year 
of 379,000,000. The crop is not through with 
its troubles yet, and-it is very seldom that 
July reports are beiter than April, the rule 
generally being the other way. 

Of the thirty states which produce win- 
ter wheat, twenty-six producing over 76 
per cent of the total crop, report conditions 
below the ten-year average, While the big 
surplus states of Michigan, Indiana, Illi-- 
nois, Missouri and Kansas are among those 
lowest in condition. The spring wheat 
States in an ordinary season can make 
up for any loss in winter wheat, but this 
year operations will be fully a month late 
in the spring states, and farm work cor- 
respondingly reduced, so that these states 
will do extremely well to hold their usual 
proportion of the total wheat crop. High 
condition in California and on the Pacific 
coast will aot unusual surplus, as cOm- 
pared with recent years, from the Pacilic 
ports, and will-.tend to Keep down the 
price, which operates against the wheat 
States east of the Rockies. To offset the 
loss in wheat, the general and deep freezing 
of the ground throughout the corn states 
will do much toward making the corn crop 
a bumped yield. We shall have a good 
surplus for export in wheat and a very big 
one, in all probability, in corn, and as the 
foreign demand for corn has been steadily 
and rapidly increasing in recent years, and 
as exports have grown to large dimensions, 
our food surplus for export will be abun- 
dant for any demand, and the railroads 
will get a full share of traffic in grain.

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GENERAL CROP CONDITIONS 


Bulletin Shows the Situation Through- 
out the Country. 


SEASON IS SOMEWHAT LATE 


Georgie Is Comparatively Well Off 
and Good Progress Is Being 
Made Elsewhere.

The bulletin gives a good idea of the 
crop conditions all over the country, and 
shows Georgia to be comparatively well 
off. Following is the bulletin: 

The Season is unusually late in all dis- 
tricts east of the Rocky mountains, except 
over southern and western Texas. The 
ground is still frozen to.a considerable 
depth in the states of the upper Missouri 
valley, frost being still in the ground as 
far south as nothern Missouri, with con- 
Siderable snow on the ground over the 
northern portions of the upper lake’ region 
and New England. From the middle Rocky 
mountain region eastward to che Atlantic 
‘coast the season is variously estimated to 
be from two to four weeks late, and as a 
result farming operations are much de- 
layed, the unfavorable temperature condi- 
tions in the Ohio valley, Atlantic coast and 
east gulf -states being accompanied by 
excessive precipitation, tending to further 
delay. On the Pacitic coast and in the 
plateau regions the weather conditions 
have been very favorable. 

Over the central and eastern portions of 
the cotton region but little cotton has been 
planted. In southern Texas much cotton 
has been planted and planting will soon be 
general in the northern portion. Some of 
the early planted cotton was killed by 
recent frosts in Texas. 

The general condition of winter wheat 
continues unpromising - in the principal 
wheat producing states of the central val- 
leys. On the Pacific coast the cundition of 
the crop is very favorable in California 
and Oregon, but in Washington much has 
been winter killed, which, however, will be 
resown., 

Slow progress has been made with oat 
seeding, which has been almost wholly 
confined to the states south of the Ohio 
and lower Missouri rivars.

Many years-since, when it was 
not fashionable to take an interest in the 
poor, Miss Coutts and the novelist mignt 
have been met in the worst of London 
slums, sceing with their own the 
conditions of life in those unhappy places, 
and hearing with their own ears the stores 
of the helpless.
